With 
regard t<j the sale of stamps in the city 
post offices, arrangements wiU be made 
with the present vendors, or with otiiors, 
to continue the sale to the public therein, 
but the c.immis.'-ion to th..se selling stamjjs 
elsewhere will lemaiii at one per cent. "

KOOTENAY DISTRICT. 

The Great Mineral Keaources nf tb« District - 
A Lovely ('mintry. 

.Mr. Z. .lacoby. who has lieen mi a ti'i)i 
to the Kootenay coiiiitiy, returned on 
Tuesday. He proceeded to Oolden City, 
and as the steamer Duchess was submerg- 
ed, an attempt was made to run up I he 
river in boats, but the current was too 
strong. Recourse was had to hnrso.'* and 
iMr, .lacoby went south us far as C ran - 
lu'ook, CoL linker's (l.UOO-acre raiiche. 
He describes the country traversed south 
of Cmal l''lal, wlieu the Kootenay Lake 
ilistrict is oiiteied, as resoinbling all it^ng 
lish park. Km' twenty miles or more there 
are gentle undulating hills, co'iured with 
a rich carpet of hunch grass, the timber 
being distrihuied so ih.it a horse can 
galop through at any point. 

On Wild llorso creek 85 Chiuamon are 
at work. A Cliiiiese com|iuny purchased 
the ground and mining ditch for live or 
six thousand dollars from wliile men, and 
are now taking out $10 per day to the 
man. 

At Perry creek, twenty miles tiom 
Cl'iinbrook, a company of eiiUuprisiiu; 
men are endeavoring to master the ob- 
stacles to successful mining on iliat creek. 
The <|uicksands and slum have heretofore 
(jreveiited bed-rock heilig re.-iched, hut it 
IS thoiiglit thai the present means adopted 
will overcome this. Wherever it was |ios 
sihie to mine on the creek rich returns 
have been seemed, and the present at- 
tempt will be pushed to a successful issue 
if it is at all possible to do so. 

Mr. .Tacoby saw much to convince him 
of the richness of Koolonay district from 
Big Bend to the houndary line. The 
creeks emptying from the .Selkirks on the 
west, and those ll >wiiig from the Rockies 
on the east, all carry large qiiantitios of 
golil, and it Ik sale to assiiiiie that in 
placi'f mining the gr.iiind is comparative- 
ly unfoiu'lied, while in i)uartz the district 
yet remains iii its virgin .itate. That all 
this is on the evi' of change is without 
doubt, and Kootenay will soon be teeming 
with active, energetic men, who will ex- 
tract from mother earth its golden riches. 

While at Ke\elstoke Mr. .lacoliy was 
shown some samples of ipiarlz whicn w.'is 
thickly interlaced with line gold. The 
men who are working this claim have got 
down eight feet, and the character of m e 
still continues the same. The Big Bend 
country is one of great promise, and re- 
ports are to the eflbct that miners oil the 
various creidvs are securing good pay. 

Tlio ni.'iin portion of theniminted police 
are now at the iip|)er crossing of the (Jol- 
umbia, while some have gone into the 
all'eeted district. The Indians have ipiiet- 
ed down since the advi^iit of the police, 
and there will likely he no nioro trouble. 
Thrmigh the foundering of the Hteanier 
Duchess the ollicers and men of the force 
lost all ilieir 'iniformsand baggage, some 
being sei ioiis loseru. This steamer is again 
running, but is scarcely able to stem the 
swift currents of the river, and the other 
day nearly met with aiiothei- mishap. 

Mr, Jacoby is iiiiuh impressed with all 
that he saw during his triji, and is conli- 
deni) of the coming progress of Kootenay.
